But a cease-fire imposed 
by outside agencies in- 
volves certain responsibili- 
ties. The first of these is 
that hostilities should 
cease, overt and covert. 
Nasser’s Hitlerite action in 
depriving Jewish citizens of 
their protection under the 
law and either imprison- 
ing or expelling them is a 
hostile action against Is- 
rael, for although the un- 
fortunate people concern- 
ed are not Israelis, they are 
being victimized as a re. 
prisal move against Israel. 

But for the United Nations 
intervention, Nasser would 
not and could not dare to 
introduce such a measure, 
for immediate military 
pressure would have been 
brought to bear upon him 
to protect persons suffer- 
ing on behalf of Israel, ei- 
tizens or not. If there was 
ever a situation where the 
U.N. is directly responsible 
for discrimination against 
innocent persons, it is the 
persecution of the Egypt- 
fan Jews, and if the world 
organization fails to take 
adequate action to protect 
these people, it is difficult 
to see whence it will con- 
tinue to derive any moral 
authority. 

To a lesser degree, this 
consideration also applies 
to the expulsion of French 
and British citizens from 
Egypt. To a lesser degree, 
because in the normal run 
of things any sovereign 
state may presumably de- 
cide to eject foreign citi. 
gens resident within its 
borders, and Egypt may 
choose to consider that the 
military action taken by 
France and Britain in the 
Canal Zone involves a state 
of war and justifies such a 
step. Yet these are citizens 
of a foreign state, and as 
such are not beine depriv- 
ed of their natural right. 
but only of a privilege pre- 
viously enjoyed.

Gaza was won with the aid 
of armoured forces, which en- 
tered the town from the south 
at 6 am.

was an elderly force, as 
the Israel army that 
was sent to take . e-
